Jenyns told you no long (lories, engroffcd 
not much of your attention, and wa* not 
angry with tlmfe that did ; hts thoughts 
were original, and were apt to have a very 
whimfical affi.iity to the paradox in them : 
he wiote verlt* upon dancing, and prole 
upon the origin of evil, yet he wia a very 
indifferent metaphyfician and a woifr dancer ; 
ill nature and pet tonality, with the Tingle 
exception of his lines upon Johnton, I never 
heard fall from his lips ; thofe lines I have 
forgotten, though I believe I was the firft 
peiton to whom he recited them ; they were 
very bad, but he had been told that Johnton 
ridiculed his tnetaphyGcs, and tome of us had 
juft then been making extemporary epitaphs 
upon each other : though hit wit was turin- 
lefs, yet the g'nrral call of it was ironical ;
